Occasionally there is heard the note of pessimism, which is 


not strange in view of the many evils of the limes. There is 
'rank dishonesty in big business, if we are to believe the re- 
ports.of. investigators.and those who. are laboring lo remove 
the evils., That there is muchjn our political life that is abom- 
inable is-kriown to all, and thus far the results of efforts to 
overcome- this -grqat and apparently growing evil have been 
more or .less discouraging'; 1 here is a great deal of'dishonesty 
and'.hypocrisy to. be- weeded out of our business, social and 
political life before-conditions in the country can be all that 
they ought to be. This'fact is becoming recognized and that 


i is an encouraging.sign, for admission of the presence of 
1 wrongs and a willingness to face the facts, however disagree- 


able, are the first steps toward genuine reform. 


A prominent Brooklyn clergyman in a recent sermon lo Hie 


students of an eastern college'deall with the subject of hypoc- 
risy. He spoke of it as it was known ii) ancient days and said: 
"Hypocrisy is not a lost art, but is found here and now in this 
world, which has grown better. 
The principle of deceitful 


hypocrisy is shown in the sjniggle to keep up appearances at 
the expense of others. We want people to believe us richer 
than we are. A man should be proud of showing what he 
really is. The good, the beautiful and the true are not to be 
bought." 


Another man who is awakei to the evils of the times, and 


who is apparently unduly alarmed, is a 
1 prominent dentist who 


addressed a New England Dental society a few days ago. 
Without charging the dentists witlvany professional shortcom- 
ing he said that "incidentally, there has been a tendency away 
from uprightness in other lines," and he predicted that there 
will lie a dictatorship for this country within'a hundred years 
if present policies continue. 


But that is an extreme view and-aii unwarranted fear. This 


country is not going to ruin or coming under the rule of a dic- 
tator. The evils that afflict us are many and some of them are 
grievous. They must be rooted out, and they will be. That 
the people are awake to (he situation is a favorable omen, and 
that they will in time work out"their own salvation there is 
every reason to believe; 
Consequently pessimism and dis- 


couragement are out of "order. 
It is a lime lo be up and doing, 


• hoping for the best and trusting in the ultimate ascendency 


of the good and the true.
